In Elite 2 (the aliens strike buck) they offer prophecies of what Is 
to come, On those, at least* can they he Judged ~ so beware as the Hubble 
telescope is about to collapse and another nation will threaten to declare 
war on the USA, , . Oh - and a giant mother ship will appear over Mexico. 

By Elite 3 fthe day of Judgement) the world's top government agents 
are exposed* 1 Destiny 1 gives us the low down on well known (and not so well 
known) names who wore shown the truth and became secret agents, or were 
brainwashed, made Into clones, or are Just In it for the maneyt He (or rather 
someone with another name they seem to think Is me) gets star billing as a 
1 double government agent' (does that mean I get paid twice ?>

This work was pretty much concluded by the time 1 persuaded them to 
let Peter Hough and 1 lend a serious hand- Sadly, they had not taken any 
inside advice up front when, in 19i)2, they began to convert an old warehouse 
Into a £1.25 million attraction to 'play on the public's fascination with 
all things alien 1 * Instead they settled on a UFO crashing into the building 
and a ride that takes you through this onto destiny with its alien crew - 
prwilratnbly choosing "Star Wars 1 and * Alien* ac inspiration. There in no 
real input from actual UFO crashes or alien contact. That could have 
frankly made this glorified ghost train a heck of a lot better than It is, 

With just three weeks to go to the first full days opening Con April 
1st - no less! > Peter and I were given the task of designing an exhibition 
area about real UFOs, aliens and crashes that participants would enter as 
they exited from the ride Itself* We had scope for ten display boards, onto 
which we could build a permanent set of visual and textual Information 
areas which offered a rounded view about the reality behind UFOs, IFOs, the 
Roswell crash, the Bentwaters case, alien contact, even crop circles. 

This was tough to do in the limited time available but as the result 
is (so far as we know) the only permanent UFO information display within 
the UK it was work we had to do P Given that ?S0 t GOD visitors went through 
one of Britain 1 s top (and ever growing) tourist attractions last year - the 
only TV orientated thetao park of its kind in Europe - the potential Lu 
raise serious UFO awareness via this display area was considerable* 

On pre-launch day Peter and I joined the press (and * Des and fiaquel - 
from Coronation Street) on the first ride into what Granada call UFO Zone, 
Wa were pleased to ftee ttm: our display came together. Indeed, in comparison 
the actual ride seemed a bit tepid and Gcareless, but then we are biased! 

The ride lasts six mi cutes and you are taken through the remains of a 
crashed UFO (with the help of real ITN correspondants, TV monitors and news 
flashes) to witness the innards of the Gpacoehlp and face the final 
confrontation just before you emerge, supposedly shell shocked, into the 
display area* Here, our brief wos to lot you ask - canid this really happen? 

Granada Studio Tours complex is open every day Char Monday - when they 
film scenes for 'Coronation Street' hern)* Aside from strolling down that 
famous street, or Baker Street with Sherlock Holmes, theres a backstage TV 
tour mid a whale lot more. .. Now yuu can have yuui um close encounter tool

Although this has been the first winter after oil interest in the 
circles apparently vanished from the earth, ceroology is not dead and 
burrled, Two new books were oven produced during tho long, dark nights. 

Paul Fuller and I launched an updated paperback version of "Crop 
Circles: A Mystery Salved 1 last autumn (Robert Hale, £6- 95) and later in this 
issue you will see a review of 'Crop Circle Apocalypse 4 - the devastating 
about face by TV Journalist John McNlsh, which is even more anti-circle 
than Jlzi Schnabel's J Round in Circles’ was last year. 

Ironically*of these three the only one professing any real circles is 
the one written by Paul and I - whose title seems so diemissive and who, not 
so long ago, were considered hated debunkers by most people In the field. Now 
even the most vociferous cereoioglsts give us a hearing. . .How tines change! 

Media stories were few and far between. But Busty Taylor popped up in 
tho Andover Advertiser an 10 December to claim that arm Lysis in the USA of 
samples from a 4 secret Wiltshire location 4 have discovered unusually strong 
magnetism at the site. 

Incredibly bolated (on the saw day as the above, In fact) the Times 
Literary Supplement - who rarely discuss books about the supernatural - had 
half a page written rather Incredibly by one Eric Korn (!) on Schnabel's 
4 Round In Circles 4 .

□rainless took circles seriously - although how on earth he could describe 
Circular Evidence as * the most thorough documentation presented In a lone 
not overtly batty 1 escapes me. Sure the pictures were nice * but what 
documentation? There wre no facts or figures at all in there. The rest of 
Korn's piece was Just an excuse La paint Jlmho as a hero and dll those who 
relieved In circles as nutters (save Terrence Meaden p who Just gets labelled 
a 'decent man 4 who duped himself through his passion for science). 

The bottom line, the TL5 imply! Is that crop circles are - as John 
Cleese might say - 4 deceased, no longer with us, gone to circle heaven - they 
are an ex mystery. - Which is a shame, since they are far from that, 

All the circle Journals still appear - although I have not seen the 
(quoth TLS !) 'eminently fair minded* Cereologist in a while. 

The December 1993 'Circular 4 (£10 far 4*1710 Circular: c/a St Aldhelxa 
20 Paul St Frome Somerset UA1.I 1DX) is as lively and well designed ns ever. 
I think it has significantly improved since the CCCS took it on, which, I 
admit, Is something l wold not have predicted* but am happy to admit. Hie 
pictures*clear priot t good layout and wide range (from Omar Fowler's 
fame!noting scientific research linking circles with atmospheric ionization 
to more esoteric 'communication attempts 4 as they are billed) makes for 
variety and unflagging Interest. But Its big asset Is a review (with 
sketch) of each circle formation in 1993 (over 120 of them, amazingly),

UFO DAY OUT ON ILKLEY MOOR

The idea had been forming for a number of years* Lead a conducted walk 
around same of the many UFOlogicsl sitee on Ilkley Moor, West Yorkshire*It 
was eventually organised by my wife and I laet autumn* 

A few days beforehand I lectured in Ilkley and 120 had turned up,but 
as the weekend dawned the anticipated dozens of enthusiastic walkers turned 
into a handful of soaked and weather—worn companions*They stood huddled by 
the steps at the edge of the moor leading to White Welle* The rain poured 
down* Yet we decided to press on.You can never put down o good mystery* 

When groups of people get together like this they share an experience* 
All five walkers had a tale to tell* Add to that the location and a story 
book setting emerges. 

The half day trudge wae planned to take In most of the places where 
UFO events have occurredi many in the remotest parts of the moors*We talked 
about time lapses at the Swastika Stone where we were transported back to 
the Bronze Age by a design found in only three other places on earth - end 
an some UFOsm — at leant as George Adsmski would have it* 

Then we followed the major fault zone toward the Twelve Apostles Stone 
Circle, where 13 stones stand erect*One or two of those present here brought 
back memories of the 'hippie of the moors’, whose UFO adventures in this 
area are legendary - Paul Bennett. He is now rooming the Scottish glens* 

A biting wind howled around our party as we headed back towards the 
Backstone Circle, not for away from the domain of reputed elemental^ by the 
Cow and CalF Rocks. This part of the moor (the eastern side! hosts more UFO 
events than any other place I have yet visited, with new sightings coming in 
all the time. From BOLS to Darguests and earth J, lghts to ghoulies - all seem 
to enter Ilkley Moor via this natural window. 

At Backstone we tried a spot of dowsing to see who could do it* As 
always,those who (said they) could, could not, and the rest did! 

In single file we trooped down off the moor into the welcoming car 
park; where I sat, soaked to the skin, eating my long-forgot ten sandwiches*I 
wandered just what t was doing here. 1 must have been as a mad as 
a. . * UFOlogist* For who else would go out in this weather to visit places 
where answers are never found and to describe evento that most would never 
believe? Then someone said - 'when’s the next walk?* So I replied;’I'm not 
sure yet T but keep most sunny days free in your diary****

area' falsa the home of the famous 'Ilkley alien* photograph * of course}

Its early days yet design wise, hut there is a rich 
set of cases in here, especially if you are interested in eorthllghts or 
relevant mythology. Some of the Ilkley cases mentioned above (eg the 
Swastika Stone time lapse) feature, theres a new look by Nigel at the Ilkley 
entity case and on Interview with US eartblight researcher Greg Long.

Here you will see 
that the police took this case very seriously and remain baffled today, 

Mike then explains why he Is not a full-tlmn UFOlogist* Refering, of 
course, to no other local UFO researchers in particular he says that 4 once 
money is your aim, truth goes out of the window. I want to bring tho truth to 
the publlc f not stick It In a file while I compile a book**

ama^xno claim to solve belgiaw wave 

A fascinating story In tha Herts Advertiser (23 Feb) claims the 
resolution to a 16 year old mystery* If true (and that remains to be seen) 
it could also explain the UFO wove in Belgium between 1969 and 1991 ! 

Tlie paper reports how a UFO was seen over Nomartsland Gomroon near 
Wheathamstead und photographed by two men in a car. But now a roan has come 
forward and explained the UFO in an amazing way. 

Although the paper does not say so, this case is actually In my first 
book ( t UF'Go:A British Viewpoint 1 ; Robert Hale 1979; pp 68 - 90) discussing 
the investigation fnr UFOIH by Barry king. We expressed problems with the 
case because of the blurring of the object but not the background scenery. 
This Implies a small object close to the camera, not a large one far away. 

Now, aeronautical engineer Colin Rogers,of Gerrnrds Way,Wheathamstead, 
says the UFO was a 'six foot diameter saucer (model) built as a top secret 
project 1 . He further alleges that "the machine was silent because It was 
electrically powered and was flying in circles around the common, * 
Moreover, it used technology since adopted by the Americans in their stealth 
aircraft and - here's the rub - he says that he * went on to build a much 
larger version of the saucer in conjunction with a Belgian company and now 
is hoping to be able to construct a man-carrying version, 1 

Time will tell If this Is sure than a leg pull. Looking at the photos 
again I wonder If the blurring really fits a fast moving model. But if this 
claim does check out than Its implications for UFOlogy could be immense.

can tell a good story and writes superbly well, lie presents an amiable trek 
through the theories and characters that nviko up the subject f painting 
clever (if one-sided) pictures of their work feeling his way in the dark 
towards a distant solution* Then he effectively gives in t pointing nut that 
there are parallels with other altered states of consclousnes, linking 
abductions with things like multiple personality disorder and spirit 
possession - hardly new ns Hilary Evans has been raying It For yearn. 

hut Schnabel is honest enough to admit defeat with some of the 

evidence and notes that we cannot entirely rule out the theory that aliens 

have landed - although its obvious haw uncomfortable he is with that view. 

Most outsiders have loved the hook - one of their own cutting a swathe 

through the nutty (JFOl oglsts and showing that there* s probably Just a 

psychological explanation t even if UFO buffs dream of spaceships filling the 
skies. Insiders, wi th the advantage that they've actually read serious UFO 
literature (which I suspect none of this books mainstream reviewers over 
have) worry mare about its lack of references or direction. In the end It 
rather rambles about, picking up ideas and then laying these all aside. 

That said it makes a very pleasant, at times perceptive, read, fhe views 
of various researchers are given (heavily filtered - some claim — through 
the author M s own hand)* It is a more sober book than ‘ Round in Circles* r yet 
as with a Chinese meal — great as you read it but soon leaving you hungry* 

Crupcircie Apocalypse by John M&cNish 250 pp illustrated Circlevision 

Mac Nish was the man who on BBC-1 TVs ‘Daytime Live* did a ora t/j£H most 

during 1939 t o hype the circles and pi ug Colin Andrews and Fat Delgado, He 

then left the BBC and set up his own video company, producing stunning 

visual images of what we now know were mostly Doug and Dave hoaxes. He sold 
large numbers of his resultant product * *Cropcircle Communique** Then, he 
began to have soma doubts and lit a lecture at UMTST in 1992 did a good job 
demolishing things like the infamous high pitched sounds that some 
careologists were crazy over (as a grasshopper Mnrbier bird). Indeed, 1 felt 
he gave a very balanced overview of the post Doug and Dave circle world. 

Mot for John daft conspiracy theories regarding MJF services and Doug 
and Dave - secret agents. 1 thought that rational crop circle research had 
an influential convert * How wrong I was. For now, in what I suspect is 

something of a move piqued by guilty conscience, MacNish has done the 
biggest about turn In circle history and is denouncing everything in sight* 
This bonk is seif produced arid, whilst relatively attractive with good 
photos, it shove plenty of typesetting and design errors to prove that.lt 
hills Itself in terms one can only coll egotist lea J m * The answer Is 
here**** the cover proclalxts in big red letters - and the blurb says it is 
*The ultimate book on crop circles. * But is it any of ibis? 
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Sadly not. Its effectively t mo things - a fairly breathless promotion 
of Doug, Dave and Jin Schnabel fie it woe do mt to hoaxers all along) plus 
what amounts to the true * confessions of a crop circle sensationalist* * 
MacNish has the guts to admit the part he played in hyping the circles, and 
his mistake in promoting those who fanned the flames of mystery whilst 
ignoring people who had anything remotely sceptical to say . But ha falsely 
assumes that scepiism stemmed from personality clashes or jealousy “ 
when, certainly in Paul Fuller*s case (unlike the way he is miserably 
treated in this hook), it was out of a serious, scientific concern that the 
subject was being mishandled and the puhlic r as a result# woefully mislead. 

The book is, in fact j a very enlightening account of gullibility and how 
the media handles the paranormal , It also adds much new data about the 
hoaxing of Doug asid Dave and others which certainly further proves just how 
much human engineering has always been going on in crap Fields. But its 
appendix ~ the 'authentic history of the circles phenomenon* is a joke. In 
fact it is a 'claimed history of Doug and Dave* s hoaxing* mnd misses out 
many key events that do not fit in with this or hack the hoaxing scenario. 

Mac Nish claims that there is no evidence for circles before Doug and 
Dave* s first hoax in around 1978 * This is frankly ludicrous and he ought to 
know that given his years of research. There Is overwhelming evidence of 
this conclusion, whatever it actually means. Indeed Doug and Dave got their 
idea from the Tuiiy circles <which they did not make) back in 1966 * 

1 fear that his quest to be honest and own up to understandable aver 
enthusiasm - which makes a brave and useful contribution to the literature 
- leads the author way too far, He is missing a truth which will one day 
become apparent * Then this book will seem quaintly amusing, rather than the 
personal journal of acute observation that for the most pari it is .

More Welsh wonders from Margaret Fry <1? 

I am delighted to welcome a new series of Investigations from Margaret 
Fry - in my view one of the most dedicated Investigators we are lucky to 
have in this country. From her horwa in rural Woles she offers more 
fascinating cases In the next few issues to display the wonders of UFOlogy, 
The m ystery pylon; Case 6345 occurred in Summer 1963 at Gian Conway, 
Clwyd* Mrs S was at the country home of a f~riend overlooking the valley. Both 
are respected school teachers from Llandudno, Out side talking in the late 
evening gloom they saw a * lit up thing like an electricity pylon' appear in 
a field. It had cross hatchings but no top.They discussed whether a pylon 
was present at the location! but knew of none. Then many small amber balls of 
light appeared within the structure and flew out In various direct ions. Then 
they all flew back into the mysterious pylon* which almost immediately began 
to fold in upon itself and vanish. The women were speachless. Next day they 
scoured the area but could rind no clue in the field. There whb certainly 
no structure there that resembled whot they had seen the night before.

Case 9233 


A pear shaped rash: Case 9233 involves two women, a former colonial 
police woman and nurse, and a medical secretary- It was 16, 45 on 2 November 
1992 and after a day out shopping they were at Bodelwyddan, a small village 
near Abergele with a famous marble church. It was Just sunset. Suddenly they 
saw an object by the church spire, very low down. One of the women went Into 
her bungalow to get binoculars and they watched bg the thing flew over open 
fields and disappeared towards the Clwydlan Mountains. There was no sound 
at all and the object was shaped like a pear, dark grey in colour, but with 
huge lights on it coloured green N blue, red and white. These made it look very 
pretty, which, the women explained, stopped then from feeling frightened. After 
it had vanished they felt very elated, but next morning both were covered In 
a rash on their neck and chest. Given both their medical backgrounds they 
saw a doctor at the hospital, who prescribed cartozone cream, but did not 
report the UFO sighting to hlucThe rash vanished after a few days, but has 
returned periodically on one of the women. Margaret Fry saw this rash 
immediately after the sighting and, again, in March 1994. 

Case 6815 March 1968 Mur pi e* Cheshire Inv: Peter Hough / NAJJG 

Mrs T, then u young mother, was out talking with a neighbour about their 
chlldren.lt was 14.00 on a bright sunny day. Suddenly, in the HE, Mrs T saw a 
golden object shaped like a flat based cone. It was rotating very fast in an 
anti-clockwise direction and had an orange glow around it (sun reflection?) 
She told her friend, who Imd her back to it and paid little heed, but did 
briefly look at it. Two people parsing by on the opposite side of the street 
saw it and pointed up. After about 1 minute it moved away, still spinning. 
Mrs T says that a few days luLer the story broke about the famous PC Perks 
encounter (the policeman who saw a UFO whilst on patrol by the Rei Cinema 
In Wi inis low). I f so, they have the date wrong as this occurred In March 1966. 
Superficial1y this sounds like it might have been a weather balloon. 


Chester 4 s Magic Roundabout 


In the last issue we reported case 9401 where witnesses on the 
roundabout at Littleton,Chester*had spotted a strange object beside the big 
Suln&bury*s supermarket- Their accounts were very consistent and both police 
and the MoO (to whom this witter was reported) were seemingly mystified. 

The catie J 1 d.iu noH [jui. uniit tvtn nioi ~r curious, sIticu Lt trBUGplrtho-t 
this roundabout has been at the focus of other sightings In recent months. 

On Id August 1993 at 22.30 four people returning from Boost on Castle 
to Vicars Cross were there when they saw a bright star, which Sank 
downwards. They drove towards the supermarket and saw that the big oval had 
flashing lights on Its side, so they stopped the car and got out. They could 
make out a thin shape and watched as it moved slowly and silently Into the 
distance. They contacted Jodrell Bank and I asked Mike WGotten of QUFORA, who 
lives nearby,to investigate. 
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Without knowing of this. Margaret Fry wbb contact nd by Mrs G from 
Cumbria, a lew student at Chester Unlveraity.it was 19-00 on 14- October 1993 
and she was stuck in a Jam here when a white oval * with some sort of 
arrangement on the side' appeared* It moved slowly and silently overhead anti 
vanished towards Deeside and Walos- 

Finally,Roy Sundbach was contacted by another witness to the 16 
January 1994 affair*She and her mother! sister and grandfather at PI as 
Newton ail saw the object hover for 10 minutes. It was a big oval with 
red*blue and white bars of light*It changed colour then flew away. 

I have to say that ay inclination is to think these sightings seem 
suspiciously akin to an airship - by which we have been plagued of late. But 
then If one was frequently visi ting the area, eg to promote the 
supermarket*surely someone would have pointed that out by now. Tet the local 
media and police both still profess to be baffled months later.There Is an 
aviation factory at Hnwarden. Are they up to something interesting? 

More curiously, in my new book just concluded 1 had discussed at length 
my own Fairly mysterious UFO sighting In August 1977 which I have rarely 
mentioned since it was described in NUN all those years ago*This occurred 
at Vicars Cross - Just a few hundred yards away in this same part of 
Chester - long before Sainsbury 1 s arrived. Also the crop circles reportedly 
forming since the 1970's at Waverton Csee 'Crop Circles; A Mystery Solved') 
were reputedly less than a mile south of this spot**, 

Case 9402 22 February 1994 Linwood, Lincolnshire Inv: Rlc Ml lien 

Apropos the Louth lights <se* below) new reader Ric Ml11on reports a 
case from Mr S, a music teacher, who contacted him after seeing the local 
newspaper publicity over the wave. 

He was travelling to give a lesson at 19,30 and was on the HI202 
between the villages of Linwaod and Lissingt on, near Market Rosen.In the sky 
ahead he sow a triangular formation of lights moving 5E* Mr 5 pulled Into 
the roadside and got out of his car to watch. They made no sound and filled 
an area of sky slightly larger than the full moon. There were two groups of 
four with two lights In between these*making a total of nine lights in all* 
They took about three minutes to move out of view. 

Tills certainly seems to be the some phenomenon seen In the other 
Lincolnshire cases and has similar!ties with those in Belgium and in 
Stnffordshire some years ago - which*you recall, turned out to be refuelling 
* exercises, I have to say 1 favour that here - but the Mo0 seem unwilling to 
endorse that view. Presumably they could easily do bo if it were true. 


CASE HISTORIES 


The li ghts of Louth Pt 2 Peter Gregory* Mike Hurley, Hike Beadle, Rosie Onkes 

A Lot of this extraordinary case revolves around key witness Peter 
Gregory, He is the man who has video recorded UFOs, who launched a group and 
set up skywatches and around which most of the publicity has centred. So 
before we look at the specific cases that appear to form this wave of 
activity in this rural county we need to look at aom of his background. It 
turns out to be quite fascinating in its own right and thnt may well bo fur 
from Irrelevant, 
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Peter used to live in Grime by < import ant wlien we come to the part 
about hie vein lulling video) and hue been seeing odd things since hu spotted 
a ghost at the age of six. 

According to his local paper <25 August 1991) 'it Is no secret that I 
am a psychic 1 and that, he Teels, this mokes him more * In tune 1 with the 
UFOs. He knows when they are around, lie reports; 1 I fled Grimsby wi th my 
family and changed my name twice to avoid harassment.I was being hounded to 
&olve ghost mysteries, predict events and find missing children,' He soys 
his visions are 'quite frightening. I wish they would stop. 1 He suggests 
that 'if you have an unusual power - as he does, than 'you ore as alien as 
UFOs. 1 . 

On IB April 1993 at 2.30 am Peter had got out of bed to go to the 
toilet at his home in Hub!etborpe* A sphere about the size of a football 
appeared through the window. He ^aw it move out towards the sea front and 
vanish. After getting back in bed he felt a burning sensation on his 
forehead. He also had a vivid after Image of the bull etched onto his retina 
which he could still see after he had closed his eyes. Hits persisted for 
some minutes and confirmed its reality to him. 

The next night he had a vision late at night in bed. He found himself 
* in a control room of some sort in an enormous flying machine 1 . There was a 
blue haze Tilling the room and a humming noise. There were three normal 
looking beings watching a viewscreen and he felt a * special bond between us 
but I du not quite know what it Is*' The leader was about six feet tall and 
like the others, slender, w! th piercing blue eyes and shoulder length 

r eiidish/brown hair - a classic; so called 'Nordic 1 entity. He had a broad 
silver band around hie forehead with two small lights at each end. 

Peter felt a deep urge to communicate but wtse like an 'unseen phantom' 
in their world* He put his hand out and it passed right through the 
entities. Then the viewscreen flashed and a three-dimensional picture 
appeared with the motto - fear 3600 - on It. These images, of some kind of 
disaster, flashed through so quickly Peter could not take then im He only 
realised they had something to do with ecology; although later he filled in 
more of a chronology of our future as life on earth was gradually 

extinguished. He then heard a voice say 'It must never happen again. The 
consequences are too horrendous to even contemplate.* 

Peter was snatched into wakefulness after this powerful vision and 
'knew that the tragedy that I hud seen was very real and the memory of it 
would remain wlLh me for the rent of my life, * Ho had further visionary 
'contacts 1 with these entities afterwards and began to develop his opinions 
about what was going on. This, you might be surprised to hear, was not that 

those were aliens - hut that* in fact, these visitors came from the future 

and were much mere intimately related to ourselves than we realised. This Is 
an unusual premise for a UFO witness to adopt* 

On 31 May 1993 Peter managed to video film a silvery ball of light 
moving across the evening sky over Kablethorpe. This film^ which some may 
have seen at last summer* s Sheffield research coniertmee,Is hard to view ns 
Ute daylight swamps the dim image - but a silvery light ia certainly 
visible muvrig through the air tm Peter reports. 

However, it was not as spectacular as the UFO that appeared on 21 June 
outside his bedroom window at 2**5 am. This was a large glowing shape with 
red and yellow lights forming a flattened triangle. It was close and low 
down and really lncredible. He managed to take 4 seconds of film, before it 
shat away so fast that it left a trail behind. Sadly, disaster was to strike 
and, after taking one colour still from his film, this itself disoppeariHJ. 
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Before the report hod received any publicity (within 2 days of it 
occurring he alieges) two men turned up and said they were from e Qri irtsby 
UFO group, wanted to loan his film for analysis and took It when he offered 
it to them. Timt wjie the last he ever saw of this evidence. Later checks 
revealed that neither the men nor their named group existed* 

Pnter Gregory now set about the task of replacing this precious film.
